(hall  come,  greeting,  Foras muchas  a 
Petition  hath  been  prefented  to  Us  by  Petition  to  i

the  College  and  Corporation  of  Surgeons 
of  the  City  of  Edinburgh,  Setting  forth, 

That  the  Surgeons  of  the  faid  City  were 
created,  erected  and  incorporated  into  a 
Society  or  College,  and  various  privileges 
conferred  on  them  by  feveral  Grants  made 
by  Our  Royal  Predeceffbrs  Kings  of  Scot” 
land,  and  by  AcRs  of  the  Parliament  of 
that  kingdom ;  and  particularly,  by  Let¬ 
ters 
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ters  Patent  of  their  Majefties  King  Wil¬ 
liam  and  Queen  Mary,  bearing  date  the 
28th  day  of  February  1694,  confirming 
all  the  former  Grants  :  And  thefe  Letters 
Patent  were  ratified  in  Parliament  the 
1 7th  day  of  July  1 695  :  That  the  Peti¬ 
tioners  humbly  hoped  they  had  been  no 
lefs  deferving  of  Royal  patronage  than 
their  PredecelTors ;  and  their  numerous 
Pupils  ferving  with  reputation  in  Our 
army  and  navy,  might  be  mentioned  as 
evidence  of  the  attention  bellowed  by  the 
prefent  members  of  the  faid  College  to 
improve  the  art  of  Surgery :  That  they 
might  maintain  an  equality  with  fimilar 
inftitutions  in  feveral  neighbouring  king¬ 
doms,  they  were  felicitous  that  We  might 
be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  confer  upon  them 
the  Title  of  Royal  College  of  Sur¬ 
geons*  As  Also,  fetting  forth,  That 
under  the  authority  of  the  aforefaid 
Grants  and  A6ls  of  the  Legiflature,  the 
College  had  been  in  ufe  of  levying  cer¬ 
tain  fums  from  the  Members,  and  cer¬ 


tain 
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tain  fees  from.  Intrants,  whereby  a  Ca¬ 
pital  has  been  raifed,  the  intereft  and  in¬ 
come  of  which  is  applied  towards  the  re¬ 
lief  of  their  indigent  members,  their  wi¬ 
dows  and  children:  That  finding  their 
prefent  funds  inadequate  to  afford  fufii- 
cient  relief  to  their  poor,  and  being  con¬ 
vinced  of  the  utility  of  railing  a  fund  for 
a  provifion  for  the  widows  and  children 
of  the  members  of  the  Corporation  and 
of  their  clerk,  they  had  formed  a  fcheme 
for  that  purpofe,  which,  after  being  de¬ 
liberately  confidered,  -was  unanimoufly 
approved  of  in  a  general  meeting  of  the 
Corporation,  held  upon  the  iith  day  of 
July  1777:  And  praying,  That  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  Letters  Patent  and  Adis  of 
Parliament  already  granted  and  made  in 
favour  of  the  faid  Corporation  and  Col¬ 
lege  of  Surgeons  of  the  City  of  Edin¬ 
burgh,  We  would  be  gracioully  pleafed 
to  grant  our  Royal  Letters  Patent  under 
the  Seal  appointed  by  the  Treaty  of 
Union  to  be  kept  in  Scotland,  in  place

a  Memorial  annexed  to  the  faid  Petition : 
And  We  being  fatisfied  that  the  delign 
of  the  Petitioners  is  laudable*  and  that 
they  are  defer ving  of  encouragement* 
Do  therefore  Ordain  a  Patent  or 
Charter  to  be  paffed*  and  expede  under 
the  above  mentioned  Seal,  of  new,  con- 
flituting,  erefling,  and  incorporating,  as 
We,  by  our  prerogative-royal,  and  fpe- 
cial  grace,  and  for  Us,  and  our  Royal 
Succeflbrs,  hereby,  of  new,  Conftitute, 
Erecft,  and  Incorporate  the  Petitioners; 
and  the  perfons  who  fhall  hereafter  be 
legally  admitted  Members  of  the  faid 
Corporation  and  College,  into  one  body 
politic  and  corporate,  or  legal  Incorpo¬ 
ration  and  Society,  under  the  Title  and 
Name  of  The  Royal  College  of  Sur¬ 
geons  of  the  City  of  Edinburgh:  And 
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as  fuch,  and  by  fuch  Name,  to  have  a 
perpetual  endurance  and  fucceffion  to 
and  for  the  ends  and  purpofes  mentioned 
in  the  Royal  Charters  heretofore  granted 
in  their  favour,  and  herein  after  menti¬ 
oned;  and  to  be  able  and  capable  to  fue, 
plead,  defend  and  anfwer,  and  to  be 
fued,  impleaded,  defended  and  anfwered, 
in  all  or  any  of  our  Courts  of  Judicature: 
And  for  effecting  the  faid  charitable 
Scheme  of  railing  a  Fund  for  a  provilion 
for  the  widows  and  children  of  the  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  faid  Corporation,  and  their 
clerk,  Ordaining,  as  We  for  Us  and 
Our  Royal  Succeffors  hereby  Ordain, 
That  the  perfons  who  were  Members  of

in  cafe  at  any  time  hereafter,  it  fhall  ap¬

the  further  railing  of  the  capital,  or  fhal!
